Soldiers ‘happy’ as 
outposts dismantled 

VI SIDON (Itim). - The IDF began to 
" move equipment out of the Sidon 
area in stormy weather yesterday. 
But the army will maintain its patrols 
in the area until February 18, when 
they are themselves to be evacuated. 

Hundreds of military and civilian 
trucks were carrying away equip- 
ment from the dismantled fortifica- 
tions. . 

Soldiers said they were "very hap- 
py” to take part in the work needed 
to leave the “damned” area of 
Sidon. 

, The evacuation scheduled for 
.•February 18 is from the first of the 
three zones in the phased- 
withdrawalplan.

Two Lebanese were killed and 
about a dozen injured by a car bomb 
that exploded in Sidon yesterday, 
military sources said in Tei Aviv. 

The explosion took place at the 
home of Mustafa Saad, a Sunni Mos- 
lem leader of the anti-Israeli Nasser- 
ist Party, and Saad and his son 
Maarouf were seriously injured, it 
was reported. 

Kol Yisrael radio said Israeli 
troops surrounded the area and 
started searches for the attackers. 

According to Lebanese Prime 
Minister Rashid Karameh, the 
bombing was part of an attempt by 
Israel to sow local sectarian strife 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan began his 
second term yesterday with a pledge 
to negotiate arms control with Mos- 
cow from a position of strength and 
to press ahead with his ccnrrovcrriat 
“star wars" plan. 

In his second inaugural address, 
delivered indoors in the U.S. Capitol 
because of bone-chilling cold weath- 
er that also caused cancellation of a 
festive parade, he said he remained 
committed to arms reduction in new

Most banks to 
strike today

TEL AVIV. - Most of the country's 
banks will be closed today as bank 
employees stage a one-day warning 
strike to dramatize their demand for 
compensation for wage erosion. 

The banks affected will be Leumi. 
-Discount. First International, Barc- 
lays Discount, Igud and Aliya- 
Leumi. 

Bank Hapoalim, which is owned 
by the Histadrut and is not a member 
of the Association of Banks, and 
whose workers do not belong to the 
Histadrut's Bank Workers Union, 
will not be affected. 

Workers’ representatives met 
with the heads of tbe Clerks Union at 
Histadrut headquarters here last 
night in an attempt to gain official 
union approval for the strike. Trade 
Union Department chairman Haim 
Haberfeld was expected to meet 
briefly with the strikers, and possibly 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar as 
well. 

Bank sources predicted that Kes- 
sar would approve tbe strike, to 
highlight the difficulties he faces in 
controlling workers on the eve of the 
second package deal. 

About 22,000 workers will strike. 

The bank workers* wage demands 
are covered by die private-sector 
work agreement signed between the 
Histadrut and the Coordinating 
Bureau of Economic Organizations, 
representing the employers, last 
year. The two sides agreed at the 
time to review the agreement in 
October 1984 and to decide on com- 
pensation for wage erosion.

A 10 per cent rise in the price of 
tea. cigarettes and beer announced 
yesterday morning was cancelled la- 
ter in the day when the manufactur- 
ers refused to promise that they 
would ensure steady and reasonable 
supplies of their products. 

Only the Elite company, which 
did commit itself to supplying the 
market, was permitted to raise the 
price of its instant coffee. 

The increases had been autho- 
rized by the package-deal follow-up 
committee. But when the manufac- 
turers failed to promise adequate 
supplies, the Industry and Trade 
Ministry blocked the price rise. 

The ministry is to go a step further 
this morning, when its anti-cartel 
unit is due to launch an investigation 
into the Dubek company, the coun- 
try's only cigarette producer. Dubek 
on Sunday stopped production in a 
move to press its demand for a price 
rise.

Bank report shows recession is getting worse 


But Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yisrael Kessar, who also attended 
last night's meeting, .said earlier 
yesterday that the Histadrut is de- 
manding a cut in subsidies spread out 
over five to six months and that the 
manufacturers were ready to com- 
promise with a three month spread.

U.S. to negotiate arms control 
from ‘position of strength’ 


Elite Soviet force trained to hit Nato nuclear arms, leaders

LONDON (Reuter). - Elite Soviet 
commandos are being trained to 
strike at nuclear weapons and kill 
Nato generals and politicians in tbe 
— opening hours of a third world war, 
^ according to western defence offi- 
^ dais. 

They say the commandos - known 
OtfSpersuaz. " a Russian contraction 
for “special purpose" troops - are 
organized into 16 army and four 
naval brigades under control of 
Soviet military intelligence (GRU). 

The International Institute for 
.Strategic Studies (IISS) in London 
estimates their total number at 
26,000. relying on data from a Soviet 
defector. Nato officials say the num- 


ber. is probably too high but that 
Spetsnaz is a formidable force. 

“They would strike high-value 
targets deep in the enemy rear, and 
nuclear weapons always come first/’ 
a western defence offidal said , dung 
Soviet military exercises. 

Late last year, Pentagon offidals 
told reporters that Spetsnaz had 
been training for such operations on 
mock sites for U.S. Pershing-2 and 
cruise missiles built in the Soviet 
Union. 

Christopher Donnelly, head of 
Soviet studies at Britain's Sandhurst 
Royal military academy, has written 
that commando raids on weapons 
sites are part of a Soviet war plan 
aimed at a rapid Nato political col- 


lapse before atomic weapons can be 
.used. 

Donnelly, one of the West's lead- 
ing experts on. the Soviet military, 
says if the Kremlin thought war was 
necessary, it would seek to achieve 
surprise. This would be accom- 
plished in part by commando attacks 
on radar sites, command posts and 
“personnel in key political and milit- 
ary appointments.” 

Commando attacks would help 
open the way for fast Soviet 
armoured formations. 

“The shock to national morale of 
an attack made on, say, the minis- 
tries of defence in Bonn. The Hague 
or London, or of the assassination in 
their own homes of senior politi-

A Soviet military intelligence de- 
fector now in Britain, who writes 
under the pseudonym Viktor Suvor- 
ov. says each Spetsnaz brigade has a 
company of highly trained profes- 
sionals who wear tiviiian clothes and 
are trained to infiltrate target coun- 
tries. 

In the days before a planned 
Soviet attack. Suvorov says. Spets- 
naz agents would be likely to enter 
western countries disguised as ship 
and aircraft passengers, tourists, de- 
legations or sports teams. 

Western defence offidals say they 
accept a good deal of what Suvorov 
says about Spetsnaz -it corresponds 
with data from other sources - but 
other information has been impossi- 
ble to verify. 

Some western defence analysts 
believe naval Spetsnaz agents were 
connected with a series of inddents 
in which Soviet submarines have 
been accused of violating the territo- 
rial waters of neutral Sweden and of 
Norway, a Nato member, over the 
past few years. 

A private study commissioned by 
the Pentagon and the authoritative 
Jane's Fighting Ships, published in 
London, said last year that midget 
submarines and Spetsnaz frogmen 
had made over 100 intrusions. 

Western defence offidals caution 
that the prowess of the special forces 
is often exaggerated and that their 
capadty is limited by being lightly 
armed and lightly equipped. 

Defence officials say Spetsnaz is 
larger than special forces in the West 
but that its size - which has resulted 
in recruitment of select but unsea- 
soned conscripts - could be its Achil- 
les' heel.

Ex-chief of protocol 
Avraham Gilboa, 80 


Avraham Gilboa. former chief of 
protocol in the Foreign Ministry, 
was buried at the Jerusalem’s Har 
Hamenuhot Cemetery yesterday. 
He died Sunday at 3ge 80. 

Gilboa was bom in Geneva and he 
settled here in 1921. Prior to inde- 
pendence. he was the Histadrut’s 
representative in Switzerland.

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2 book fairs in Cairo 
due to Israeli exhibit 


CAIRO (AP). - Israel's participa- 
tion in the government-organized 
17th International Book Fair open- 
ing here today has prompted plans 
bv two unions hostile to Israel to 
hold a rival book fair simultaneous- 
ly. union officials said yesterday. 

Three opposition political parties 
opposed Israel’s participation, cal- 
led on Egyptian and Arab publishing 
houses to boycon the government- 
organized fair and supported the 
much smaller rival fair being 
arranged by the Lawyers and Jour- 
nalists Unions. 

Israel's participation in the gov- 
ernment's annual fair, which will be 
opened by Prime Minister Kamal 
Hassan Ali. will be the first since 
Israel's invasion of Lebanon in June 
1982. 

It is another sign of slowly impro- 
ving relations between Egypt and 
Israel, following their agreement to 
open talks on Taba at Beersheba 
next Sunday. 

Israel participated in the 1981 and 
1982 fairs following the establish- 
ment of diplomatic relations with 
Egypt under the 1979 peace treaty. 
The 1982 fair was held a few months 
before the Lebanon invasion. 

Israel was barred from the 1983 
and 1984 fairs. The official reason 
was that it was late in applying for 
participation. But diplomatic circles 
said the real reason was political and 


had to do with Cairo’s resentment of 
Israeli policies under the Likud gov- 
ernment. 

An Israel Embassy spokesman 
said some 20 publishing houses will 
have exhibits at the Israeli pavilion 
this year, with about 600 books on 
display. 

Government officials said hun- 
dreds of publishers from 50 countries 
including Egypt will have exhibits at 
the two-week fair. 

They said the PLO will be among 
the participants. As at previous fairs, 
the PLO pavilion will be called the 
“Palestinian Pavilion.” they said. 

Three opposition parties - the 
right-of-centre New Wafd, the left- 
of-centre Socialist Labour and the 
extreme leftist nationalist Progres- 
sive Unionists - issued a statement 
protesting against Israel's participa- 
tion and urging Egyptian and Arab 
publishers to boycott it. 

The Lawyers and Journalists Un- 
ions. which have neighbouring pre- 
mises in downtown Cairo, decided to 
set up a rival fair hosting Egyptian 
and Arab publishers who refused to 
participate in the government fair on 
account of Israel’s presence, accord- 
ing to Lawyers Union secretary- 
general Mohamed Fahim Amin. 

Amin said between 15 and 20 
publishers will participate in the rival 
fair to be held in the adjoining gar- 
dens of the two unions. 


376 soldiers killed in Israel 
since start of war in Lebanon

TEL AVTV. - Three hundred and 
seventy-six soldiers have been killed 
in Israel since the war in Lebanon 
began in June 1982. In the past eight 
months alone more than 2.000 sol- 
diers have become disabled after 
injuries in Lebanon and Israel. 
These figures were released yester- 
day by a defence-establishment 
source. 

The source reported that the num- 
ber of soldiers killed since the start of 
the war in Lebanon reached 986 by 
December 31. That brought to 
15.632 the number of security per- 
sonnel killed since the state was 
established. 

According to the source, the list of 
disabled soldiers grew by 2.159 be- 
tween April 1 and December 31, 
1984. 


These figures for the dead and 
wounded include casualties resulting 
from enemy action in Lebanon, and 
people killed or hurt in training 
accidents, road accidents, or by self- 
inflicted injuries in Israel and in 
Lebanon. 


By December 31, the ministry’s 
rehabilitation branch was helping 
46.941 people, including 12,668 with 
a disability of less than 10 per cent. 
Since the war in Lebanon began 
4,932 soldiers have been added to 
the list of those with disabilities of 
over 10 per cent. 


As a result, in less than three years 
the number of people requiring the 
branch's services has increased by 
17.9 per cent. During the current 
fiscal year, these services have cost 
the ministry IS63 billion, or 5 per 
cent of the defence budget. 


Seven dead, 15 woundedTin Lebanon li ghting 


BEIRUT (AP). - A daybreak cease- 
fire, yesterday halted nightlong 
clashes that left seven people dead 
and 15 wounded in mostly Moslem 
West Beirut and the hills overlook- 
ing the Lebanese capital, the police 
said. 

The West Beirut hostilities pitted 
Lebanon’s dominant Shi’ire Moslem 
Amal militia aganst irregulars of the 
Libyan-backed Sunni Moslem fac- 
tion, Mourabitoun. 

Rocket-propelled grenade blasts 


and the crackle of machine-gun fire 
jolted the city’s Moslem sector dur- 
ing the- nine-hour battles between 
the two groups. 

Two combatants were killed and 
seven wounded before a cease-fire 
stopped eight hours of artillery bat- 
tles between government troops and 
Druse militiamen around the central 
mountain town of Souk el-Gharb. 
■Five civilians, including an 11-month- 
old baby, were killed and eight other 
persons wounded. 


Suspects said to rcpiess in rape of Ofra woman 


BETHLEHEM (Itim). - Three resi- 
dents of Husan village seven 
kilometres west of Bethlehem, who 
were arrested on suspicion of raping 
a young woman from the settlement 
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of Ofra 25 kilometres northeast of 
Jerusalem on Saturday, have confes- 
sed, the police said yesterday. 

The victim, a student at a yeshiva 
for women at Ofra. has positively 
identified one of the suspects, the 
police said. 

The police said the rape had been 
especially brutal: the rapists had 
choked their victim and banged her 
bead against a rock until she lost 
consciousness. They left her lying in 
a field, thinking her dead, the police 
said. 


Six on disabled Turkish 
fishing boat released

TEL AVTV. - Six men aboard a 
Turkish fishing boat whose engine 
failed off the coast of Ashdod were 
detained last Friday but released on 
Sunday, when the authorities ruled 
out the possibility they were plan- 
ning a terrorist attack. * 

The Ashdod police reported last 
night that the men - five Turks and 
an Egyptian - had said they were on 
their way from Lebanon to Cyprus 
when the boat’s engine failed. The 
Nav>- towed the boat to shore after 
discovering the vessel outside 
Israel’s territorial waters. 

A search of the boat revealed a 
small quantity of explosives, but the 
authorities believed this was to have 
been used for fishing. 


Mubarak message 


AMMAN (AP). - Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Esmat Abdel-Meguid ar- 
rived in Amman yesterday carrying a 
message from President Hosni 
Mubarak to Jordanian King Hus- 
sein. royal palace sources said. 

Egypt’s official Middle East News 
Agency said the message concerned 
the outcome of Mubarak’s “latest 
contacts regarding the Palestinian 
problem and efforts to push Middle 
East peace efforts.”

would agree that the workers also 
absorb 50 per cent of the increase 
and receive a cash payment in com- 
pensation for the rest. 

The result would be that the price 
increases would not be reflected in 
the monthly cost-of-living incre- 
ment, while the cash payment would 
be a more equitable form of com- 
pensation than the present percen- 
tage payment, t be sources said. ’ 

The manufacturers’ original posi- 
tion was that the workers sbould 
absorb the full cost of the price 
increase for subsidized items without 
compensation. 

Histadrut officials say that they 
and the manufacturers have “practi- 
cally agreed’’ that the prices of noo- 
subsidized goods will be allowed to 
rise by a maximum of 5 per cent per 
month during the second package 
deal. This represents a compromise 
between the 8 per cent rise deman- 
ded by the manufacturers and the 3 
or 4 per cent proposed by the Histad- 
rut. 

The manufacturers are also de- 
manding that the package-deal coor- 
dinating committee, which rules on 
exceptions to the price controls, be 
“far more flexible in raising prices'* 
during the second agreement. 

A supplementary Histadrut prop- 


osal is that the index-linked mort- 
gages ofthe “needy,” such as young 
coupies. henceforth be set at a cer- 
tain percentage of the average wage 
in the economy, or ofthe wage of the 
recipient. 

Both the Histadrut and the manu- 
facturers are insisting that the 
monthly interest rate be set at no 
more than 1 per cent above the 
index. 

The Histadrut and the manufac- 
turers both have their “special in- 
terest” demands complementary to 
the package deal. The Histadrut is 
still waiting for a comprehensive 
government programme aimed at 
the preservation of employment, the 
struggle against unemployment and 
the renewal of economic growth. 

The manufacturers have deman- 
ded that the government cut its 
budget in part by paying civil ser- 
vants five days’ wages for six days’ 
work. Such a scheme would prevent 
the dismissal of thousands of civil 
servants, they maintain. 

Finally, the manufacturers are de- 
manding that the government assist 
them in maintaining the profitability 
of exports by means of export incen- 
tives. This would enable them to 
turn their excess production, which 
is not being sold on the local market 
due to reduced consumption, into 
exports, the manufacturers say. 


Jewish-Arab gang’s 
weapons caches found 


NAZARETH (Itim). - A large 
number of Uzi sub-maebine guns 
and hand grenades stolen from Israel 
Defence Forces bases were found 
yesterday in scattered hiding places 
as the police continued their inves- 
tigations into a Jewish-Arab 
weapons-stealing gang. 

Members of the gang, 10 Jews 
(two of them LDF soldiers) and six 
Arabs, were rounded up two weeks 
ago. They allegedly stole weapons 
from IDF camps in the Sharon. 
Galilee and the Golan Heights and 
sold them to criminals.

MKs seek debi 

neglect of ‘desaparecidos’

Four ’Knesset members wish the 
Knesset to hold an urgent debate on 
charges by the relatives of the Ar- 
gentinian Jewish desaparecidos (mis- 
sing detainees) living in Israel that 
'the Israeli embassy in Buenos Aires 
could have done more during rbe 
former military dictatorship to help 
trace them and can do more than it is 
doing today to bring the facts to 
light? 

Yair Tsaban (Mapam). who said 
he spoke for Geula Cohen (Tehiya). 
Men ahem Hacohen and Uzi Baram 
(both Alignment-Labour), all of 
whom accompanied him on a Knes- 
set fact-finding mission to Argentina 
earlv last year, said that there are 54 
Argentinian Jewish families in Israel 
who lost a son. a daughter or a 
spouse in the former junta's concen- 
tration camps and torture chambers 
between 1976 and 1980. 

Of the 30,000 Argentine citizens 
who were “liquidated.” Tsaban said 
that 1.500 were Jews. 

Tsaban said the Knesset had a 
right to receive information about 
(lie fate ofthe desaparecidos and the 
punishment meted out to those who 
committed crimes against Jews. He 
said the Knesset should study the 
background to anti-Semitic man- 
ifestations that surfaced during the 
arrests, and the steps the new demo- 
cratic regime was taking to eradicate 
them. 


He said the Knesset should hr fold 
exactiv wtiut the Foreign Ministry in 
Jerusalem and the Israeli embavrt in 
Buenos Aires did or omitted to do at 
the time of the junta. 

Tsaban said that an official inquiry 
submitted a report to Argentine 
President Raoul Alfonsrn on 
November 29. 19M. which con- 
tained a small section od anti- 
Semitic attitudes to Jewish de- 
tainees..

He circulated a Hebrew transla- 
tion of this “Jewish section” of the 
report, which the relatives of she 
desaparecidos in Israel decided To 
publish, because the Foreign Minis- ■ 
try here -did not see fit to puhhcize 
the appalling findings.” 

Tsaban said the relatives wished to 
know whv there had been no official 
Israeli reaction expressing outrage 
when the report was made public in .

of the Jewish desaparecidos. their 
fate, and the location of the concen- 
tration camp from which they dis- 
appeared. 

They also wish to know why the 
Israel government did not join those 
other governments that demand that 
the criminals named in the official 
report 10 the president he brought to 
justice.

Ethiopian Jews told to be 
patient about absorption

Ethiopian Jews, recent arrivals as 
well as those here a few years, should 
be more patient and show under- 
standing for all the problems that 
have arisen in connection with their 
absorption. MK Miriam Glazer- 
Ta’asa. chairwoman of the Knesset 
Aliya and Absorption Committee, 
said yesterday. 

She spoke' after the committee 
heard Yael Rom, head of the 
National Council for Ethiopian 
Jews, complain about the “faulty 
absorption process of the newcom- 
ers. with a lack of coordination and 
preparation among government 
state agencies involved in the Ethio- 
pian ingathering.” 

“We see no overall guiding spirit 
or basic planning,” Rom told the 
committee. Even publication of an 
Ambanc-Hebrew dictionary, vital 


for assisting the newcomers to join 
the mainstream of Israeli life, was 
being held up because of a lack of ■ 
funds, she said. What is more, the 
Absorption Ministry has no: given 
her organization “even a single 
agora” to help finance its activities. 

~An Ethiopian spiritual leader. 
Rabbi Had'ha, protested that 
Halacbic “obstacles’" are being 
placed in the way of his flock and 
asked why seminaries belonging to yt 
the Habad movement have not 
opened their doors to Ethiopian 
Jews. 

Glazer-Ta'asa expressed :he hope 
that the Ethiopian community’:* 
“priests wiH find a sympathetic ear 
somewhere among members of the 
Chief Rabbinate Council . so that a 
dialogue could ensue and under- 
standing and agreement would be 
reached in matters pertaining to 
Halacha.”

Shamir: Egypt’s media ‘exaggerate’ Taba

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
said that the government regards it 
as a historical obligation to bring 
such criminals to justice but warned 
that such trials could be regarded as 
show trials. 

Education and Culture Minister 
Yitzhak Navon replied to the other 
two motions presented by Jacques 
Amir and Shevah Weiss (both Align- 
ment). 

Saying that there could be no 
statute of limitations for Nazi 
crimes, Navon called on the nations 
of the world “to act against all man- 
ifestations of anti-Semitism, neo-

4 more hospitals seek emergency status

He said the only solution is for the 
government to resume funding. 

The minister told The Jerusalem 
Post that if funds were not made 
available, tougher measures would 
have to be implemented. These 
would involve admitting even fewer 


patients, which would be tanta- 
mount to closing the hospitals. 

Nevertheless, Gur believed the 
government would soon make a spe- 
cific decision about funding the hos- 
pitals. “There may be some argu- 
ment over the amount, but I am sure 
that funds will be made available. 
We cannot afford to continue in this 
present situation,” he said. 

Gur described the situation at 
Rothschild, which, like other hospit- 
als, is suffering from a serious shor- 
tage of medical, food and fuel sup- 
plies, as “extremely bad.” 

He said the Treasury had in- 
strutted his ministry to cut its budget 
by $85 million. He had undertaken 
to cut $25m. but there was still some 
debate over the remainder. The 
treasury wants $20m. of the cuts to 
be in the form of increased fees 
directly from the patients, but Gur 
said he has opposed this.

Orthodox withdraw millions 
from Leumi in hotel protest

TEL AVIV. - Between 300 and 500 
Orthodox persons have closed their 
Bank Leumi accounts following the 
imposition of a boycott by their 
leaders Sunday morning. 

It is estimated that some $10 mil- 
lion were withdrawn, and Bank 
Leumi circles believe that another 
$10m. will be withdrawn in the Dext 
few days. 

“This seems a considerable 
amount, but it is only an iota of the 
$13 billion we have in public 
accounts,” said a Leumi official. 
“Nevertheless, we deeply regret that 
the Orthodox have seen fit to take 
such a step, since the wing of the 
hotel was not built over a 
graveyard.” 

The boycott follows the construc- 
tion of a new 140-room wing at the 
200-room Ganei Hamat Hotel near 
Tiberias. The Orthodox have 
charged that the wing was built on an 


ancient Jewish graveyard. 

The hotel belongs to Africa-Israel 
Development, a Leumi affiliate, and 
to a German bank. 

An attempt to reach a solution in 
Jerusalem on Saturday night at a 
meeting presided over by Agudat 
Yisrael Knesset Member Avraham 
Shapira. failed. The Orthodox de- 
rided Sunday morning to boycott the 
bank. 

Most of the accounts were closed 
in four banks - two in Bnei Brak, and 
one each in the Geula and Matters- 
dorf quarters of Jerusalem. 

The spokesmen of the chief rab- 
bis' offices refused last night to com- 
ment on the boycott. 

Zionist Executive chairman Axye 
Dulzin yesterday called on Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres to intervene 
in the dispute. The Jewish Agency, 
whose executive Dulzin also heads, 
has a controlling interest in Bank 
Leumi. 


BarLev tefls police to "go all oof bn capital's violence 


The police have been instructed 
by Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev to 
make every effort to discover who is 
behind recent incidents of violence 
in Jerusalem. 

Bar-Lev. who met on Monday 
with members of the Committee of 
Jerusalem Residents against Vio- 
lence, beard from them details of 
violent incidents which, they 
alleged, have been perpetrated by 
extremist religious groups. The com- 
mittee told the minister that they 
believed these extremist elements 


had been behind the burning of a car 
belonging to a bakery owner near 
Mea She'arim on Sunday night. 

Bar-Lev promised the committee 
that the police would deal firmly and 
uncompromisingly with all violence, 
from both religious and secular cir- 
cles. In the committee's presence, 
Bar-Lev instructed Jerusalem Police 
commander Sgan-Nitzav Haim 
Albaldes to go all out to find out who 
is behind the violence, including in- 
cendiarism, that has plagued the 
capital recently. (Itim) . 


Lightning strikes out electricity

TEL AVIV. - Lightning struck the 
main lines leading out of the Maor 
David power station in Hadera at 
about 2.30 p-m. yesterday, resulting 
in a lack of electricity in many parts 
of the country. 

But by 4.30 p.m. the electricity 
supply was back to normal, accord- 
ing to Avri Raviv, the spokesman for 
the Israel Electric Corporation. 

He said that at the time of the 
breakdown, the supply of electricity 
was about 2,000 megawatts. This 
was cut in half because three of the 


four units at Maor David, which 
supply about 1,000 mgw., stopped 
operating after the lightning hit. 

Within a few minutes EEC en- 
gineers started operating emergency 
gas turbines that are only used at 
such times. In addition, units at all 
the power stations that usually oper- 
ate at low capacity began generating 
more electricity. They were produc- 
ing about 1,800 mgw. within a short 
time. 

The three units at Maor David 
started operating about 3.30 p.m. 
and reached peak efficiency an hour 
later, Raviv said. 


Bfistadrtit may bar racist lists in vote

TEL AVIV. - Racist lists will be 
banned from participating in the 
Histadrut elections, and the mini- 
mum vote requirement will be raised 
from 1 per cent to 2 per cent, if the 
proposals of the elections prepara- 
tory committee are approved by the 
labour federation's council. 

The council will meet at Kibbutz 
Shefayim on February 4 and 5 to set 
a date for the elections and deride on 
procedural matters. The elections 
will probably be held in late May, 
sources said yesterday. 

The committee derided yesterday 
to propose that the central elections 


committee be empowered to ban 
racist lists. The proposal was sup- 
ported by two-thirds of the mem- 
bers, both Alignment and Likud. 

The Alignment's candidate for 
elections commiitee chairman is 
Alignment Knesset Member Ahar- 
on Harel. 

It was also decided to propose that 
the minimum vote requirement be 
raised to 2 per cent, and that the 
Histadrut regulations be altered to 
allow a minimum period of 90 days 
between the setting of the election 
date and the elections. 

At present the election date must 
be set 210 days (seven months) in 
advance. 


TTu’eatlceeps Haifa mental hospital operating

HAIFA. - The closure of the 
Blumenthal psychiatric Hospital 
with the discharge of its 150 patients 
has been averted, at least for the 
time being.

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Tsur sees critical year for Soviet Jews

This will be a critical year for 
Soviet Jewry because of the Soviet 
authorities* intention to wipe out the 
renewed Jewish nationalist move- 
ment and because of renewed talks 
between the major powers, accord- 
ing to Absorption Minister Ya'acov 
Tsur. 

The minister spoke yesterday at 
the Van Leer Jerusalem Foundation 
to a group of government spokes- 
men in an event organized ov the 
Israel Spokesmen's Association and 
the Centra] Office of Information. 

The young Soviet Jews in the 
movement want to return to their 
homeland in Israel, to learn Hebrew 
and to observe Jewish traditions. 
Tsur said. But the Soviet authorities 
are trying to destroy the movement 
by imprisoning its leaders, he said, 
pointing out that two influential 


Hebrew teachers. Alexander Khol- 
mianskv and Yuli Edelstein, are 
awaiting trial after forbidden drugs 
and weapons were planted in their 
homes. 

Speaking about Ethiopian Jews, 
the minister said that the absorption 
authorities had teamed from mis- 
takes made during previous waves of 
aliya. but that they would probably 
make honest mistakes in integrating 
the latest newcomers. 

The olim must be allowed as much 
as possible to deride for themselves 
what they want, Tsur said. Of the 
S300 million that it will cost to absorb 
them during foe first two or three 
years, half will be spent providing 
them with housing and the rest on 
absorption centres, vocational train- 
ing. education and health services. 

Turning to foe subject of emig- 
rants. whom he met in New York 


earlier this month, Tsur said that the 
computer industry here will provide 
foe ministry with free use of compu- 
ters to match Israelis living abroad 
with job openings in high- 
technological industry here. 
Thousands of jobs are open for such 
professionals, and the lack of them 
has hampered the development of 
sophisticated industries here, he 
said.

Cairo soldier guides rabbi to sage’s grave 


HAIFA (Itira). - An Egyptian sol- 
dier was instrumental last week in 
helping Rabbi Yitzhak Grossman, of 
MicdaJ Ha'emek. to find the grave of 
a 16th-century rabbi in an outlying 
Cairo neighbourhood. Grossman 
found the grave of Rabbi Haim 
Kafusi well tended by the Cairenes 
whose houses surround it. 

Grossman went to Egypt for one 
day to participate in memorial cere- 
monies for Rabbi Ya'acov Abuhat- 
zejra, who is buried in Damanhur on 
the Alexandria-Cairo highway. 

On the way home Grossman de- 
cided to try to find foe grave of 
Kafusi. who. he had learned in 


Damanhur. was buried in Cairo. 

Kafusi, a follower of Rabbi Yit- 
zhak Luria . (.the Ari ) of Safad, was a 
Kabbalist and scholar, who served 
the Cairo community over 350 years 
ago. 

Grossman, who reported that he 
was shown every courtesy and con- 
sideration by the Egyptians he met 
during his quest, was first directed to 
an ancient cemetery in Cairo's old 
Jewish quarter. 

But the taxi driver erred and took 
him first to a Coptic burial ground. A 
second attempt brought Grossman 
to foe old Jewish cemetery, but a 
candlelight check of the graves failed 


to reveal Kafusi 's burial place. 

As Grossman stood at foe cemet- 
ery entrance wondering how he 
should proceed, an Egyptian Army 
jeep halted and a soldier asked him 
what be was doing. Grossman ex- 
plained his mission and the soldier, 
to the rabbi's amazement, took him 
on a half-hour drive to a distant and 
entirely Moslem suburb w-here he 
showed him the grave, standing 
among the homes and counyards of 
the area. 

It transpired that the local popula- 
tion considers it an assurance of 
good luck to tend the Jewish sage's 
grave. 


Tnuva may stop supplying IDF

TEL AVIV. - Tnuva is threatening to halt supplies to the Israel Defence 
Forces and to government hospitals because thev have not paid their food 
bills. 

The agricultural marketing cooperative is also threatening to cease 
marketing specific products to the public because the government has 
stopped paying the subsidies on them. 

A Tnuva official told The Jerusalem Post last night that no specific date has 
been set for these actions but it is believed supplies could be halted in a few 
days if these bills remain unpaid. 

“We are trying to delay such serious measures for as long as possible,” said 
the official. “But not even a large enterprise like Tnuva can operate without 
funds.” 


TfiatcEer reinstates V33 Day celebrations

LONDON. - The Jewish commun- 
ity has welcomed foe government's 
revised decision to commemorate 
the 40th anniversary of the end of foe 
war in Europe, V-E Day.

Board. o£ Deputies of British Jews, 
said at the board's monthly meeting 
Sunday that Jews were delighted 
that the government had changed its 


mind. He announced plans for a 
special service to be held at foe 
Holocaust Memorial Garden in Lon- 
don’s Hyde Park on Wednesday, 
May 8. 

Although Prime Minister -Mar- 
garet Thatcher is not noted for re- 
versing government policy, an 
announcement made earlier this 
month ruling out V-E Day celebra- 
tions, drew vociferous protests from 
all political parties and especially 
from ex-servicemen’s organizations. 


Haifa IT. files complaint against Arab students 


HAIFA. - The Haifa University’s 
dean of students yesterday lodged a 
formal complaint against the chair- 
man of foe Arab students committee 
with the campus disciplinary board. 

The complaint concerns the fight- 
ing that broke out between Jewish 
and Arab students on the campus 
last Thursday during a speech by 
Tehiya Knesset Member and former 
chief of general staff Rafael Eitan. 


. The Arab students committee 
issued a statement calling for a pub- 
lic apology from Dean Gavriel Mal- 
ka. the cancellation of his complaint 
against their chairman, and disci- 
plinary action against the heads of 
the Jewish students committee. 

The Arab students maintained, 
that they had only protested against 
Eitan's "racist'’ expressions and the 
“provocations” during his speech.

Cyprus reunity t alks collapse 
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NICOSIA (Reuter"). - Talks at UN 
headquarters ia New York on 
reuniting the Greek and Turkish 
communities in Cyprus broke down 
Sunday night, but Cypriot govern- 
ment sources here said yesterday 
that reunification efforts will con- 
thuie. 

“We have agreed that efforts must 
be continued and we are ready to do 
anything on our pan to help the 
(UN) secretary-general.” a govern- 
ment official said. “For us it has not 
ended.” 

President Spyros Kyprianou, 
Greek-Cypriot head of state, and 
Rauf Denktash , the Turkish-Cypriot 
leader, held talks for four days in 
New York on reunifying the island, 
arranged by UN Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar. 

At separate news conferences. 


Denktash and Kyprianou each 
blamed the other for the breakdown 
of their first talks in six years. 

The island split into separate com- 
munities when Turkey invaded 
northern Cyprus in 1974 after a 
short-lived pro-Greek military coup. 

Perez de Cuellar said both sides 
were prepared to keep up direct 
contacts and he would keep in touch 
with them in the hope of a possible 
meeting before the end of February. 

Denktash, however, told repor- 
ters he was not committed to any 
date for resumption of the talks, 
adding: “A new political situation 
has arisen as the result of non- 
agreement at this summit and my 
community has to evaluate this.” 

He said elections are planned in 
the self-proclaimed northern 
Turkish-Cypriot state. 


A Cypriot government source said 
yesterday such elections would be 
illegal and particularly harmful at 
the present stage. 

■ The Cypriot government official 
said Kyprianou was ready Sunday 
night to accept immediate establish- 
ment of working groups to discuss 
constitutional aspects of the prob- 
lem. provided Denktash agreed to a 
new high-level meeting with only 
four items on the agenda. 

These items, he said, would be a 
timetable for withdrawal of non- 
Cypriot troops, the territorial issue, 
three fundamental freedoms — right 
of movement, settlement and prop- 
erty - and the question of interna- 
tional guarantees for a federal re- 
public. 

But Denktash had rejected this 
approach, the official said. 


Indian spy scandal sparks parliament row 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - The Indi- 
an government yesterday 
announced during a stormy session 
of parliament that an “agent of a 
foreign power” had left the country 
after the discovery of a major spy 
ring in key government offices. 

Angry opposition politicians 
failed to force a parliamentary de- 
bate on the scandal in which several 
Indian officials and businessmen 
have been arrested. 

Interior minister S.B. Chavan, in 
the first detailed statement to parlia- 
ment on the affair, said the foreign 
agent had been withdrawn after the 
exposure of the espionage network. 

Earlier, Indian newspapers re- 


ported that France, West Germany, 
the U.S. and the Soviet Union were 
all involved in the scandal and that 
six more diplomats had been told to 
leave. 

“At the instance of the Govern- 
ment of India, the agent of a foreign 
power involved in this case has been 
withdrawn from our country.” Cha- 
van said. 

The minister was apparently refer- 
ring to France's deputy military 
attache in Delhi, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Alain Bailey, who flew back 
to Paris on Sunday night. 

Chavan said Indian intelligence 
bad found that people occupying 
sensitive posts in the government 


had passed classified documents to 
an Indian, who in turn transmitted 
them to an agent of a foreign power. 

“Several persons, including a rep- 
resentative of a private firm and 
some employees of the government 
in the office of the principal secret- 
ary to the prime minister, the depart- 
ment of defence production, the 
ministry of finance and the presi- 
dent's secretariat have been arrested 
and are being interrogated.” he said. 

. Indian newspapers have said some 
of India's most sensitive secrets, in- 
cluding defence arrangements with 
the Soviet Union, were sold for as 
little as a bottle of whisky.

The quest for the most powerful microscope Assad confirmed as party head 


CHICAGO (AP). - With the help of 
$500,000 worth of parts donated by 
the metalworking industry, a physics 
professor is trying to develop the 
world's most pwerful electron micro- 
scope, one that would magnify a 
specimen up to 20 million times its 
actual size. 

If Albert Crewe of the University 
of Chicago's Enrico Fermi Institute 


succeeds, his invention will be three 
times more powerful than the most 
powerful microscope now in exist- 
ence and will cost about S2.5 million. 

Crewe, who invented the scanning 
transmission electron microscope in 
1963, obtained the first black-and- 
white still photographs of atoms in 
1970. 

Crewe hopes to complete con- 


struction by 1986 of the microscope, 
which will stand 2.4 metres tall, 
weigh about a ton and be run by a 
computer. 

The English-born Crewe. 57. has 
been working on the microscope for 
two years with the help of six gradu- 
ate students. It is his second attempt 
at the project - his first effort, in the 
early 1970s. failed.

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DAMASCUS. - Syria's ruling 
Ba'ath Party ended its 8th regional 
congress on Sunday by retaining 
President Hafez Assad as head of the 
party and keeping his brother Rifaat 
- who was once thought to be exiled 
by the president - among the party's 
leaders. 

The congress, which began on 
January 5, chose a 21-member re- 
gional command and a 90-member 
central committee which will be re- 
sponsible for formulating Syrian 
policy for the next five years. 

Rifaat Assad continues as one of 
the members of the key regional 
command, through which his 
brother has ruled Syria since 1970. 

The younger Assad returned to 
Damascus in November after a near- 
ly six-month stay in Europe that set 
off rumours that President Assad 


was exiling him because of a disturb- 
ance in the capital during late 1983 
when Hafez was ill. 

The official Syrian news agency, 
Sana, said however that the congress 
dismissed Interior Minister Nassred- 
din Nasser and National Security 
Chief Ahmed Diab from the region- 
al command. A position on the re- 
gional command, a leadership com- 
mittee reporting directly to Presi- 
dent Assad, is considered more 
powerful than a post on the 36- 
member cabinet. 

The congress devoted nearly half 
its time to the nation's economic 
problems, and party sources said 
that within the next two months 
Assad would begin a shakeup of 
Syria’s senior economic mamagers, 
including some ministers. (AP, Reu- 
ters) 

















23 die as cyclones batter Fijian islands 


SUVA (Reuter). - Up to 10,000 
Fijians need food, and shelter after 
two cyclones that killed at least 23 
persons last week, aid officials said 
yesterday. 

The number of homeless could 
increase when survey ships report 
back to Suva after visiting the Lau 
and Lomaiviti groups of islands, they 
said. 

Several people have been re- 
ported missing and the death toll 
could also rise. 

The government has set up relief 
stations following cyclones Eric and 
Nigel and has been offered help by 


Australia, New Zealand, Britain, 
and the U.S. : : : . c ■ ■■ ■■■ 

U.S. and Australian planes are 
flying in tents and other emergency 
supplies while Britain has donated 
47,000 sterling ($53,000) and said it 
could provide further help. 

Government officials said damage 
estimates were approaching $43 mil- 
lion. 

Sugar is the country's main re- 
venue earner but all four mills had 
been damaged and it was not known 
if the crushing of the last 100,000 
tons of the record 1984 crop could be 
completed. 


65 die as ‘gamblers special’ trashes 


RENO, Nevada (Reuter). - Sixty- 
five persons were killed when a 
“gamblers special” chartered airlin- 
er crashed and burst into a giant 
fieball in a field in the casino centre 
of Reno yesterday. 

Three persons, including the pilot, 
survived the crash, the police said. 
Four persons on the ground suffered 


slight injuries. 

The chartered Lockheed Electra 
turboprop airliner belonging to 
Galaxy airlines bad just taken off 
from Reno bound for Minneapolis 
carrying mostly people who had 
spent the weekend gambling in the 
casinos of Reno and nearby Lake 
Tahoe when it crashed. 


Deatfi toll in Sri Lanka train Blasf now at SS 


COLOMBO (Reuter). - The death 
toll from a blast set off by separatist 
terrorists under a train in Sri Lanka's 
troubled northern province has risen 
to 3S with the recovery of five more 
bodies, officials said yesterday. 

They said rescue workers had 
found the bodies of 27 soldiers and 
11 civilians in the wreckage of the 
train, blown up while travelling be- 
tween M ank iilam and Murukandi on 


Saturday night. 

Another 25 persons, including 
three policemen, were injured. 

The authorities say terrorists, 
fighting for a separate state for the 
minority Tamil co mmuni ty set off 
landmines under the train about 300 
kilometres from Colombo. 

The train, running from KHinocfa- 
chi to Colombo, carried about 200 
soldiers. 


Killer of Chinese hero’s family executed 


PEKING (Reuter). - The killers of 
the family of Peng Pai, a Chinese 
revolutionary hero who created a 
peasant movement before Mao Tse- 
tung. have been sentenced for mas- 
sacring dozens of people nearly 20 
years ago. 

Hong Guiwen was executed 
yesterday for his pan in the slaugh- 
ter. He had hacked off the head of 


Peng’s nephew with a machete and 
hung it on the gate of the southern 
town of Haifeng, according to local 
newspaper reports reaching Peking 
yesterday. 

Tire incident was only one particu- 
larly vicious case during Mao's 1966- 
76 Cultural Revolution, when the 
late chairman's Red Guard followers 
’ persecuted millions . 


Ethiopia said 
lacking means 
to stop drought 

NEW YORK (Reuter). - Ethiopia 
does not have the technology, 
money or manpower to use existing 
water supplies to prevent further 
drought, the head of its relief prog- 
ramme said in an interview pub- 
lished yesterday. 

Asked abbot avoiding further" suf- : 
fering from drought in which 
thousands have died from starva- 
tion, Dawit Wolde Giorgis was 
quoted in Newsweek magazine as 
saying: 

“We have to start over again with 
the reforestation programme. We 
have to start irrigation, soil and 
water conservation projects. 

“If we had the know-how, . the 
technology and the capability to 
properly utilize existing water, we 
would not face shortages in the com- 
ing years. But we don’t have the 
technology, the manpower, the 
money.” 

Dawit told Newsweek that 
Ethiopia was urging the internation- 
al community to devote more atten- 
tion to makrng the starving Ethio- 
pians self-sufficient.

STANFORD, California (AP). - 
Joe Montana, making a shambles of 
the quarterback showdown with 
Dan Marino, shattered the Miami 
Dolphins' defence with his passing 
and scrambling and led the San Fran- 
cisco 49ers to a 38-16 victory in the 
U.S. Super Bowl championship. 

Montana passed for three touch- 
downs, ran for another and set Super 
Bowl records with 331 yards passing 
and 59 on scrambles. 

He kept tbe 49ers totally in con- 
trol, leading them to scores on five 
straight possessions in the second 
and third quarters to make the Dol- 
phins, who had the National Foot- 
ball League's second-best record at 
16-2, look like overmatched losers. 

Sunday's was the second Super 
Bowl victory in four years for the 
49ers, who finished with an NFL- 
record 18 victories against one loss.^ 
Montana was voted the game's 
most valuable player, matching the 
award he won in San Francisco's 
26-20 victory over Cincinnati in Su- 
per Bowl XVI. ^ 

San Francisco picked up 2 1 1 yards y > 4 
on the ground, with WendelL Tyler 
leading the way with 65 yards in 13 
carries arid fullback Roger Craig 
adding 58 on 15 runs. The Dolphins, 
meanwhile, could pick -up only 25 
against a 49er defence that gave up 
only one touchdown in three playoff 
games. 

Montana's 59 yards on five rushes 
broke the record of 37 set by Dallas' 
RogeT Staubach and his 331 yards, 
on 24-of-3S passing, broke the re- 
cord of 318 set by Pittsburgh’s Terry 
Bradshaw. 

Marino finished with 3 18 yards on 
29 of 50. 

The game started disastrously for 
San Francisco when Derrick Har- 
mon took Ewe Von Schamann's 
opening kickoff near the sideline, 
couldn't keep his balance and tum- 
bled out of bounds on his own six. 
Then, on the first play. Solomon- 
dropped a short pass in the fiat. 

Then, with the next six plays on 
Coach Bill Walsh’s opening script of 
25 plays, the 49ers ran off two first 
downs before being forced to punt. 

That gave tbe ball to Marino, who 
connected for 25 yards with Tony 
Nathan.

Then the 49ers, using just eight 
plays, went 78 yards for the first 
score, a 33-yard . connection with 
Jbqpkup running back Carl Monroe, 
who caught it at the il, broke Lyle 
Blackwood’s tackle and zoomed in. 

It took Montana only four plays to 
give San Francisco a 14-10 lead on an 
eight-yard toss to Craig. Montana 
himself had a 19-yard scramble to 
the 28 on the first {day of the drive. 

It was Montana again on the next 
drive, scrambling six yards up the 
middle for the score that made it 
21-iO. • 

The Dolphins scored an extra 
three points but it turned out to be 
their last gasp effort. 

At the opening series of the 
second half, the 49ers shut them 
down and took off on their merry 
way again. . 

They drove 43 yards in 10 plays on 
their first possession before settling 
for a 37-yard field goal by Ray Wat- 
ching that made it 31-16. 

Once again, it was 1-2-3 punt for 
Miami, and here came the 49ers 
again - 70 yards in five plays for the 
TD that convinced any doubters that 
this was their day.

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enigma of 
Raoul Wallenberg

ITIS 40 years this month since Raoul 
. Wallenberg disappeared behind the 
walls of the Soviet empire - and for 
the last seven years or so the world 
- has not ceased wondering about his 
fate. 

Perhaps the preoccupation with 
the Holocaust, which has been grow- 
ing in recent years, has to do with 
‘this interest. Perhaps it is the agita- 
tion of the Wallenberg family, not- 
ably his half-brother Guv von Dar- 
del. Perhaps it is the gratitude of the 
Jewish people to the one gentile who 
stood up to Adolf Eichmann and was 
successful in rescuing the greatest 
' number of victims from deportation. 
Perhaps it is the bad conscience of 
the free world. 

If there is a reader who is still 
•unfamiliar with the Wallenberg 
tragedy, here is in brief what the man 
achieved - and the reward he 
reaped. 

Raoul Wallenberg was born on 
April 8, 1912, the posthumous only 
child of a member of the well-known 
Swedish family of bankers and in- 
dustrialists. On his mother's side he 
;had some Jewish blood. His mother 
■was born Maj Wissing, and her 
mother was the daughter of a con- 
verted Jew named Benedicks, one of 
■ the first Jews to settie in Sweden at 
the end of the ISth century. 

A gifted , sensitive boy. Raoul stu- 
died architecture, but in 1935 briefly 
worked for a Dutch bank in Haifa 
and in 1941 and 1942 made repeated 
business trips to Hungary, which his 
Jewish partner could no longer 
‘undertake. 

Wallenberg’s rescue mission 
started in the summer of 1944, when 
at the urging of the American War 
Refugees Board the Swedish Fore- 
ign Ministry appointed him first 
secretary at its legation in Budapest. 
Eichmann was then well on his way 
to deporting all of Hungary's Jews to 
Auschwitz. Even before Wallen- 
berg's arrival in June, the Swedish 
Embassy had issued some protective 
passports to Jews. But Wallenberg 
threw diplomatic protocol to the 
winds in energetic and unpre- 
cedented efforts to save Jewish lives. 

The number of people saved is 
variously estimated at between 
10,000 and 25,000 or even more. 
Tact is that his example inspired 
‘Swiss, Spanish and Vatican officials 
•to cooperate. ‘‘Raoul battled the 
Germans for the lives of the Jews 
with an energy and daring fuelled by 
an inner fire,” his half-brother told 
The Jerusalem Post in an interview 
here five years ago. 

• And then, in January 1945, the 
Russians liberated Budapest. On the 
17th Wallenberg was taken by a 
Russian officer to the headquarters 
of Marshal Malinovsky at Debrecen. 
“1 don't know whether I’m going as a 
prisoner or as a guest," he was 
quoted as having said at the time. 

Officially Raoul Wallenberg was 
never seen since that date - alive or 
dead. 


\gAT FIRST the Russians denied any 
■ knowledge of his whereabouts. But 
in 1957. under pressure from various 
'diplomatic sources, they said offi- 
cially that be bad died of a heart 
attack in the Lubyanka prison in 
1947. Over the years there have been 
many reports by former prisoners in 
Soviet jails and camps who claimed 
to have seen Wallenberg, heard ab- 
out him or even to have shared a cell 
with him.

The Jewish people bad never for- 
gotten Wallenberg. Already in 1960 
Yad V as hem named him as one of 
the first Righteous Gentiles and 
planted a tree in his honour. Today 
at 11 a.m. the Jewish National Fund 
will dedicate a recreation area in 
Wallenberg's name on the road lead- 
ing to Yad Vasbem. Swedish 
Ambassador Sven Hirdman will 
address the gathering. 

Towards the end of the 1970s 
some of the great of the world began 
to take an interest in Wallenberg. 
Former U.S. president Jimmy Car- 
ter interceded on his behalf with 
Soviet Premier. Leonid Brezhnev. 
The U.S. conferred honorary 
citizenship on him, a signal honour 
bestowed previously only on Win- 
ston Churchill. 

In 19S2 he was a candidate for the 
Nobel Peace Prize. A U.S. commit- 
tee offered a prize of SI million for 
reliable information about him. That 
same year the Swedish Government 
released a 13,300-page report on 
Wallenberg, which contained 
'memoranda, diplomatic notes' and 
reports from embassies all over the 
world - but nothing really new. 

THERE IS A feeling that right after 
the end of the war the Swedes did not 
really press the case for Wallen- 
berg’s release or his exchange as 
hard as the Swiss, for instance, did 
with success. Perhaps one has to be a 
Swede to understand what it is to 
bargain with one’s all-powerful 
neighbour for the release of a person 
whose name in Russian eyes stands 
for all that is capitalistic and evil. 

As more streets, parks and institu- 
tions in Israel and abroad are dedi- 
cated to Raoul Wallenberg, as more 
books and articles are written abont 
him. the most rational view about his 
fate, in this writer's opinion, is still 
that expressed five years ago by 
Livia Rothkirchen. An Auschwitz 
survivor herself, Rothkirchen holds 
a doctorate in modern history from 
Prague University and today is one 
of the editors of Yad Vashem's 
Holocaust studies. 

She is convinced that the Russians 
incarcerated Wallenberg, and that if 
he is still alive, they will never admit 
the fact. 

"'The Russians don’t know the

Visit to Tangier

rHE MOROCCAN Jewish com- 
n unity, as its official handbook 
ightly describes it, is "an object of 
vouder and fascination." It is also a 
:ause for sadness, at least as far as 
he Tangier community is con- 
jerned. 

On a recent visit, I found that the 
immunity in that fascinating, col- 
ourful city has dwindled over the 
last 30 years or so from a peak of 
.2,000 to a mere 600. And it is 
getting smaller all the time. In the 
:onniry as a whole, the Jewish 
jopulation has gone down from 
500,00 to around 20,000, the major- 
ty being in Casablanca. 

It is difficult to pinpoint the reason 
or the rapid decline. Again, to 
juote the handbook, “being a Jew in 
Morocco has never been a cause for 
inflict", and those remaining in 
rangier certainly seem able to live a 
nil Jewish life. Synagogues still 
operate openly - those which have 
lot been closed through lack of a 
■ongregation - and there is even a 
tosher restaurant in the middle of 
own, fearlessly displaying the 
wlagen David. The Jewish old age 
K?me is a model of its kind. 

I spoke to a number of Tangiers 
lews who told me of their worries — 
ml none wished to be identified, 
tahaps the saddest story was told to 
ne by a stunningly attractive young 
woman, bright, intelligent and in- 
ensely Jewish, but single eyen 
hough she is well into her twenties. 


In any other country with a sizeable 
Jewish population, she would cer- 
tanly have found a partner long 
since. In Tangier, today, there are 
no such partners to be found. The 
last Jewish wedding there was almost 
two years ago, for, she said, "it is 
very difficult for young people to 
find husbands or wives.’’ 

She herself wants to leave Tan- 
gier. "And 1 will, that’s for sure. 
Maybe I will go to Israel, maybe 
France. I don’t know. Sometimes I 
worry very much. I feel very sad 
because everyone is leaving. Tangier 
is becoming very Islamic. It's not like 
it was before. As far as the Jewish 
community’ is concerned, it’s a 
vanishing world." 

A similar picture was painted by a 
middle-aged businessman, who con- 
firmed that Tangier is not an anti- 
Semitic city. “The problem,’’ he 
said, “is not the present situation but 
the future. " And if it were not for the 
problem of Israel, “there would be 
no problem at all.” 

Those who have left have gone to 
a variety of places, France, America, 
Canada’ and Israel being the most 
popular. They come back on holiday 
to visit relatives and friends - bnt nor 
to stay. They even get visitors from 
Israel', for whom there is no problem 
in retnming provided that they are 
Moroccan-born. 

But soon there will be no-one left 
for them to visit - at least in Tangier. 


effort, and that is why in their eyes 
Raoul Wallenberg had to be a spy.” 
she said. ‘Their attitude is even 
understandable. He had published a 
grandiose economic plan for the re- 
building of Hungary after the war 
with money supplied by the U.S. He 
was naive enough to believe that the 
new Communist Hungarian govern- 
ment and the Russians would gladly 
accept this." 

About persistent reports from re- 
leased prisoners concerning Wallen- 
berg, Dr. Rothkirchen had this to 
say. “The mystique of Wallenberg 
won’t allow rumours that he is still 
alive to die. Ex-prisoners who are 
aware of this legend want to contri- 
bute to it by their testimony. They 
have no ulterior motives m doing 
so." 

If Wallenberg is still alive, he 
would be 72 now. 

“The best that can be expected of 
the Russians is that one day they may 
tell the truth about when and where 
he died," Pj. Rothkirchen said. 

Whatever the truth is, the story or 
Raoul- Wallenberg serves to streng- 
then the belief in the goodness of 
man. 


DURING the last century a new 
form of gardening emerged: the 
home garden for the family. The 
gardener of today has a comprehen- 
sive Choice of vegetables of the finest 
quality and strain; and what is just as 
important, outstanding flowers in 
almost every colour to beautify his 
home. For a good show of flowers or 
a regular supply of vegetables, you 
don’t have to delve too deeply into 
the more scientific side of horticul- 
ture. This doesn't mean, of course, 
that you can ignore the common- 
sense principles of gardening, or that 
success is only a matter of sowing the 
seeds or planting the seedlings. 

We are now in the lasr third of 
January’. Usually at this time gardens . 
are mostly soaked to capacity by 
rain, but this year up through rhe 
first half of this month , only about 30 
to 50 per cent of the yearly average 
of rain reached our fields and gar- 
dens. This means that we have to 
water at least once a week during 
rainless periods. 

The gardener’s year is like a ring 
of magic power with us standing in its 
centre. There is no beginning and no 
end. Nature may seem to sleep in 
winter, but is alive. Dormancy 
teaches us the secret of resting to 
gain strength. 

In a spring-like winter like this 
year, some life is felt in the garden. 
When I take my routine early morn- 
ing walk through my garden, it 
seems to me that some of my plants, 
encouraged by the spring-like 
temperatures of December and 
January, awoke this season some- 
what earlier and began their spring 
life cycle in the second half of Janu- 
ary. Violets bloom everywhere in 
abundance. Calendulas, alvssum. 
snapdragons, lobelias, nasturtiums 
and red "salvias have already started 
to flower. October-sown sweet peas 
climb higher and higher on their 
supports, reaching much higher than 
in previous years at this time. 

The uncommonly warm weather 
has also increased insect life, and we 
can see our winged garden friends, 
starlings and other birds, hunting 
worms, moths and aphids from ear- 
liest morning until sunset. Snails and 
slugs, already awakened from their 
winter dormancy, crawl out of their 
hiding places at night to do their 
damaging work. 

But according to the calendar, it's 
still winter, and the weather may 
change drastically overnight. It 
turned chilly over the weekend, for 
example. I remember past years of 
mild winter, in which at the end of 
February we awoke in Jerusalem to 
see a heavy snow covering the 
ground. 

Our gardens need real winter, the 
cold and the wet, and we may stU I get 
it. So even though it doesn’t seem 
necessary at the moment, be sure 
you have protected plants against a ■ 
sudden change in the weather. 
Check that drainage pipes are not 
blocked by fallen leaves. Are tall-

growing plants properly staked? 
Again rake up fallen leaves and pine 
needles and use them to increase 
mulching, especially where water- 
ings and winds have removed pre- 
vious mulching. Deepen the tren- 
ches around raised beds. With these 
precautions, you can confront a cold 
spell. 

MANY TIMES this column has 
stressed that gardeners must plan, 
and prepare well in advance. This 
obliges us to think about our activi- 
ties for February during the last days 
of this month. 

Roses. Our first thoughts belong 
to roses. Planting more bare-rooted 
saplings is still possible. Never have 
there been so many new species on 
the market. Good quality is shown in 
strong green stems and healthy, long 
roots. February, in all parts of the 
country, especially in the hilly re- 
gions, is not only the best time, but 
also the last opportunity to prune 
rose bushes. Spring pruning should 
be done just before the buds break. 

Put on protective gardening 
gloves, and start the pruning job by 
using only best-quality secateurs 
( masmera ). Cut back within one cm. 
over an outside bud. so that the new 
growth will develop outward, and 
not grow into the centre of the bush. 
Severe pruning, or at least removal 
of half of the previous season's 
wood, will produce more vigorous 


growth and larger flowers. All of the 
weaker-growing twigs at the base of 
the plant and many of the smaller 
side branches should be completely 
cut away. This is also the fate of 
dead, woody stem parts. Use a small 
pruning saw for this job. When re- 
moving the previous season's 
growth, try to give your tea-hybrids 
and floribundas a cup-like shape. 

Climbing roses need little prun- 
ing, just enough to restrain them 
within reasonable bounds or to 
shape them to conform to their sup- 
ports. Polyanthas need only snipping 
to tidy them. This can be done, with a 
hudge scissors. Some people seal the 
cut with tree-wax or asphalt paint, 
but this is not absolutely necessary. 
Don't prune too early. The end of 
January for the plains and the Jordan 
Valley and the first half of February 
for Jerusalem and other hilly areas 
are the recommended times for rose 
primings. 

If you remove only the winter- 
killed (brown or black) branches 
from a rose bush, the result will be a 
large plant with small flowers, but if 
you prune the plant half to the 
ground, you'll get a shorter bush 
with large flowers. Simultaneous 
with the pruning should be the feed- 
ing. A liquid fertilizer, once a fort- 
night is the best. When the top 
fob’ age, mostly purple-coloured, 
small leaves, appear, spray prophy- 


lactically against aphids. Either 
Sano-Gan or malathion is excellent. 

Nasturtiums can also be sown in 
mid-February. Place the seeds 
around rose bushes as an insect re- 
pellent or sow them in hanging 
baskets, balcony boxes, flower pots 
or garden beds. They will flower 
from May until late autumn. 

Tomatoes. If you want an early 
harvest, begin with tomato sowing 
during the second half of February. 
Fill a calcar container (the white 
foam box strawberries come in), 
with a sand-peat mixture (or ver- 
miculite - peat)) and sow tomato 
seeds in rills 5 cm. apart and 1 cm. 
deep. Water carefully with a hand- 
spraver and close the container with 
a plastic sheet or glass. Many diffe- 
rent species of tomatoes are avail- 
able at local seed shops. Tomatoes 
with round or eggshaped fruit, yel- 
low tomatoes, small berrv-like fruit 
and even tomatoes with pea-size 
fruit. Repeat sowing every 3 weeks 
to enjoy a long-lasting harvest. Lift 
the cover of the seedbox during 
warm, sunshine hours, but close at 
night and during bad weather. 

Geraniums. Most of our old gera- 
niums will produce young shoots at 
the end of February. Cut off some of 
the new branches for propagation. 
Geraniums of different colours, in 
my opinion, are a must in every 
home garden. They fit well into 
flower pots, balcony boxes, hanging 
baskets or garden beds. This 
cheapest, indefati gable bloomer will 
root quickly when propagated by 
cuttings and will flower the same 
year. Don't allow the roots to be- 
come too big before potting the 
cuttings in soil. 

Chrysanthemums. The extraor- 
dinary mild winter led chrysanthe- 
mums to wake up earlier than usual 
and produce their first side sprouts, 
which can be used at the end of 
February for propagation. Chrysan- 
themums are the most popular of the 
late summer and fall flowers. They 
bloom in white and various shades of 
gold and yellow, red, and lavender 
and come in a wide range of sizes and 
shapes. Some have very full, double 
flowers, other have spidery or spatu- 
late petals. 

You can plant the small side 
sprouts in yoghurt cups and trans- 
plant them later with the whole root 
ball intact, or you may plant them 
where you want them to grow per- 
manently. Pick a good location, one 
that gets sun for most of the day and 
has good drainage. Chrysanthemum 
soil should be on the acid side of the 
pH range (6-6.5). It is worthwhile, 
therefore, to add some peat or com- 
post to the planting medium or flow- 
er bed. A top pinching, after three 
pairs of leaves have grown, will pro- 
duce a bushier plant and more flow- 
ers. 

Use your spare time now to take 
care of any little garden tasks that 
you are planning for February and 
for our real spring. 
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Worker output is triple the national average 

Nilit Textiles shows way 
to productivity and exports

TEL AVIV. - The average annual 
output per worker at the Nilit textile 
plant in the development town of 
MigdaJ Haeraek east of Haifa is 
$60,000. This is three times the 
national average and also places 
Nilit in the high-tech class regarding 
this aspect of industry. 

One reason for this startlingly high 
output is that the plant works 24 
hours a day, 365 days of the year. It 
can do this easily, for although 330 of 
its 603 workers are Jews, the rest are 
Moslems (195), Christians (68) and 
Druse (10). A different break- 
down of the workers shows that one 
has a doctorate, six have M.A. de- 
grees, 22 are qualified engineers. 27 
have B.A.s and 215 have a high- 
school education, or better. Of the 
staff 513 are men and only 90 are 
women. 

Another reason for the high out- 
put per worker is that the plant is 
continually investing in the latest 
equipment and a $20 million expan- 
sion is in the pipeline now. Moreov- 
er, although Nilit is a textile plant, it 
is not of the ordinary type but spe- 
cializes in “chemical textiles." It 
makes nylon and polyester, and 
these processes require high- 
technology. R & D, and a never- 
ending drive to install the latest 
processes. 

But the most interesting fact about 
Nilit - whose name, incidentally, 
was Nili. with the “T” tacked on 
after it became known that another 
firm was already using the name Nili 
- is that it was founded by the Levi 
family of Milan, a family which 
showed almost no interest in Zion- 
ism or Israel until the Six Day War. 

“As far back as we can trace it, our 


family has always lived in Italy,” says 
Michael Levi, 30. general manager 
of the company. During World war 
11 his father. Ennio Levi fled to 
Switzerland. On his return, he found 
that he had to rebuild his factory 
almost from scratch. Today the fami- 
ly has the largest factory in Europe 
making coat linings. 

Something happened to the family 
during the Six Day War period. 
Michael's elder and only brother 
Maurizio decided to come to Israel 
for a visit. As a volunteer, he was 
sent to Sinai to help bring back 
captured equipment. 

“He subsequently infected the en- 
tire family with bis Zionism,” 
Michael recalls, and in 1968 Ennio 
attended an economic conference in - 
Israel. Plans were drawn up to start 
Nilit and in 1972 Maurizio settled 
here. In August 1973 he married an 
Israeli girl and one month later, 
driving a tank, he was killed in the 
Yom Kippur War. 

It fell to Michael to take control of 
the Israeli operation, and eleven 
years ago he settled here - and also 
married a Sabra. (They have two 
children.) 

Nilh had a rough time at first. “We 
began production at the end of 1974, 
and there was a world- wide reces- 
sion due to the energy crisis. We also 
had plenty of teething problems in 
the plant. But about six years ago, it 
became profitable. “In all, some 
$70m. has been poured into the 
factory, a considerable amount of it 
being raised among a group of Euro- 
pean investors by my father,” he 
says. 

Today, Nilit is among the top four 
textile producers in Israel and 
among the top two exporters in the 
field. In 1934 total production stood 
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Michael Levi 

at $37ra. of which IS30ra. was ex- 
ported, with Italy taking almost IS10 
million. Exports worth $4m. went to 
the U.S., IS2.9m. to France. 
IS2.3m. to England. West Germany. 
Hungary, Australia. Belgium and 
Ireland accounted for more than 
ISlm. each. Smaller sales were made 
to Canada. Portugal. Austria and 
Rumania. 

Of the $7m. marketed in Israel 
about three-quarters is for indirect 
exports, especially through Gibor 
(pantyhose). Nilit owns 26 per cent 
of Gibor. 

Nilit has a problem to find proper- 
ly trained workers. It was this prob- 
lem which recently brought Labour 
Minister Moshe Katzav to select 
Nilit as a place to spend a day as a 
labourer. 

“This experience helped him to 
understand that a development town 
need not be backward; that the un- 
employment problem need not be 
insurmountable if efforts are made 
to set up and run industries proper- 
ly,” says Michael Levi.

The Treasury yesterday 
announced changes in the regula- 
tions governing redemption of sav- 
ings in provident funds, designed to 
prevent their erosion by inflati on. 
These changes are intended to stem 
the current rush to withdraw savings 
while the monthly consumer price 
index is low and the resultant erosion 
is minimal. 

The new rules should in foot have 
been introduced several months ago, 
but disagreements between the 
Treasury and some of the banks that 
manage the funds held up die pro- 
cess- It seems that the current wave 
of withdrawals has speeded up the 
decision-making process. 

Essentially, the new rules simply 
equate the terms of the provident 
funds with those of government- 
authorized savings schemes. 

Thus the saver seeking to with- 
draw his funds in say, February, will 
receive his money in two stages. In 
the first stage he will receive the 
balance of lus account as it stands, 
based on the last published index -in 
our example, that of December, 
published on January 15. Or he will 
receive the index of January, pub-

lished on February 15, if his with- 
drawal is made in foe second half of 
February. 

Then, in late March, he will re- 
ceive an additional payment, com- 
prising the linkage and interest dif- 
ferentials for the month or months 
he “lost”, that is, those of February - 
the month of the actual withdrawal - 
and of January, if his withdrawal 
preceded February 16. 

However, the “compensation" for 
February will not be for the full 
index. Instead, the saver will receive 
the index rise, less 5 per cent, as it 
currently the case in savings 
schemes. 

In the period of very high monthly 
indexes which preceded the package 
deal, savers lost as much as 20 or 30 
per cent of their real savings. This 
was because of the loss of one or two 
indexes of 15 or 20 per cent each. As 
a result of this experience, many 
savers learnt their lesson and waited 
for a month or two of low indexes in 
order to tniwirniw their losses. 


These months have now arrived, 
and the resnlt has been a huge wave 
of redemptions, which have dragged 
The bond market down as fond man- 
agers are forced to sell some bonds in 
order to. pay out the withdrawals. 

As noted, the new regulations are 
designed to assuage these fears of 
losses and the Treasury hppes they 
will end the current bout of with- 
drawals.

180 jobs saved at lightbulb factory Can strawberry cake be against the law?

The industry ministry has 
approved a series of steps to help the 
country's only lightbulb factory 
avoid closure and save some 130 
jobs. 

With help from Jerusalem Labour 
Council chairman Nissan Harpaz, 
who turned to Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres for help, the management 
ofTadiran-Izrom has been promised 
a price hike on its bulbs. Frozen 
prices for the factory's bulbs had 
brought production to a near stand- 


still, as retailers found it unprofit- 
able to sell the Israel-made bulbs. 

Two weeks ago the factory's work- 
ers held a one-day strike in protest 
against the management’s plans to 
fire some 25 per cent of the work- 
force. Harpaz intervened and 
reached an agreement for the work- 
ers to go on a four-day work week in 
exchange for a firing freeze. 

With the promises from the indus- 
try ministry, management at the fac- 
tory now believes it can resume full 
production and has reinstated the 
six-day work week.

Recession deepening, bankruptcies likely

, . Economic activity slowed down in 
the last quarter of 1984 and will slow 
further in the current quarter. Sales 
' and output dropped and unemploy- 
. -raent rose, as ihe rise in export- 
oriented production could not match 
the slump in production for the local 
market. These trends are continuing 
or even growing. 

. These are the key findings of the 
“ sixth quarterly survey of corporate 
activity and intentions as carried out 
by Dr. Meir Tamari, a senior re- 
search analyst at the Bank of Israel. 
Tamari is an internationally- 
renowned authority on small- 
business management and trends, 
who is attached to the staff of the 
governor of the central bank. His 
survey has been appearing since the 
second half of 1983. 

The survey embraces 114 com- 
panies, 90 of them in the industrial 
' .sector, and the remainder from the 
construction, trade and transport 
sectors. Its findings are based on the 
answers given by the companies 


themselves, and provide an impor- 
tant window onto the trends emerg- 
ing in these key economic sectors. 
They also reflect on the mood and 
intentions of corporate managers for 
the coming months. 

In other words, unlike so much of 
the .reams of statistics that are 
churned out by the government 
ministries and the Bank of Israel, 
Taman's survey accurately reflects 
trends in the micro- economy, and 
thus forms a basis for extrapolating 
to the macro-economic level. 

The overall conclusions to emerge 
are clear-cut, as the survey summary 
makes plain. 

“In the fourth quarter of 1984 
economic activity fell in every sector 
of the economy. In industry both 
output and sales fell. In trade, con- 
struction and land transport the de- 
cline registered in the third quarter 
continued. In fact, 1984 as a whole 
represents a continuation of the 
slowdown that began in 1983, 
although there were brief spurts of 
growth during the year.

A spokesman for the firm said the 
American survey was ordered fol- 
lowing a disagreement between Ex- 
atec's general manager Yehuda Shi- 
nahr and American marketing spe- 
cialists. The Americans thought it 
would be better commercially to 
disguise the Israeli origin of the 
firm's product.

showed a significant fall in industrial 
capacity u tiliza tion. Finns in every 
sector expected continued falls in 
employment levels in the first quar- 
ter of 1985. 

"In 1984 there was a decline in the 
number of new companies estab- 
lished and a rise in the number of 
companies that were dissolved. 
These indicators usually precede an 
intensification of an economic reces- 
sion.” 

As if all this is not enough, the 
survey attaches great significance to 
certain monetary and financial 
trends that it succeeds in isolating, in 
addition to the foregoing changes in 
real economic activity. 

Thus the report notes that the 
contraction in industrial activity 
should have brought with it a re- 
duced demand for credit. In the 
quarter reviewed, there was indeed a 
decline in all forms of non-bank 
credit - a feature that has been in 
evidence for 18 months. These cre- 
dits are defined as suppliers' credit 
advanced to customers, and others. 
This must include the "grey" or 
ex-commercial-bank market for cre- 
dit. 

The monetary department at the 
Bank of Israel traces the fall in this 
area to its policy of tight money and 
smaller margins between bank bor- 
rowing and lending rates, while 
Tamari does not discuss this primari- 
ly macro-economic consideration, 
nor do his data allow for clear-cut 
answers about the causes of the 
trends they measure. 

However, the report goes on, the 
rate of decline in bank and suppliers 
credit fell in the most recent quarter. 
Tamari suggests two possible causes 
for this development. Either the 
slowdown in inflation engendered by 
the package deal increased the wil- 
lingness of suppliers to sell on credit, 
or, more ominously, the slower fall 
presages financial problems for the 
customers of the lenders. 

“A sure sign of financial entangle- 
ment is an increased demand for 
bank credit, over and above the rate 
of growth of physical activity, and 
growing delays in paying suppliers 
and in repaying interest and capital 
falling due,” notes the analysis. 

The survey notes that other data 
show an increase in total bank lend- 
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ing in the last quarter. Since lending 
to industrial and commercial sectoii 
continued to fell, the inevitable con- 
clusion is that the extra lending went 
to public authorities and non-profit 
organizations. 

The likelihood of bankruptcies 
emerges again in the review of the 
land transportation sector, in which 
not a single indicator showed any 
growth. But. at the same time, the 
rate of decline in both bank and 
non-bank credit was reduced. 

"In view of the continued reces- 
sion in this sector, this reduction 
seems to be an early warning of the 
financial problems of the firms/' 
Tamari notes laconically. 

The only good news to emerge 
from the survey is the continued 
growth of industrial exports. The 
rate of growth of export orders reco- 
vered from the slowdown registered 
in the third quarter of 19S4. although 
it was still below the rate of early last 
year. In fact, the analysis shows that 
after allowing for seasonal factors, 
there was a fail in industrial exports, 
compared to the last quarter of 1983. 
. The level of expectations for a rise 
in exports was unchanged from the 
previous quarter, while in the elec- 
tronics and chemical sectors - which 
have led the export boom of the last 
year - the growth of orders fell back. 
In view of" this, Tamari says that the 
rate of growth of civilian export 
should not be expected to speed up 
in the first quarter of 1985. 

Other findings axe that inventories 
fell across the board, after remaining 
stable for most of I9S4. On the other 
hand, investment grew, particularly 
in new equipment. As an explana- 
tion for this seeming inconsistency in 
a period of slowing activity, the 
report points to tax-shelter advan- 
tages of such investments, under the 
terms of the Law for Taxation Under 
Inflationary Conditions. 

What such phoney investments 
might be doing to corporate liquidity 
in the current recessionary period is 
not discussed - it is presumably left 
to the imagination of the reader.

Bonds may be headed for crisis 


TEL AVTV. - Index-linked bonds 
continued to fall yesterday. One 
broker said that “if this continues for 
a few more days, we can say that 
these bonds are in a crisis* As far as 
he could determine, the Bank of 
Israel, which in the past has “sup- 
ported" the price of bonds, interven- 
ing to smooth out the rough spots in 
trading, “is .sitting on the sidelines, 
waiting for developments." He 
thought the reason was that the 
economic ministers were still trying 
to formulate a policy, following the 
appointment of a committee of en- 
quiry into the crash of commercial 
bank shares. 

Although no general index for 
index-linked bonds was published 
yesterday, the following results are 
indicative: many four per cent, three 
per cent and 4.25 per cent fully- 
linked bonds fell by up to 3 per cent. 
2.5 per cent and 5.5 per cent, respec- 
tively. These were extreme falls, 
others did not fall by as much. The 80 
per cent and 90 per cent linked bonds 
fell by 2.5 per cent and three per 
cent, respectively. 

The reasons for these falls are the 
same that have been apparent over 
the past few weeks; lack of a clear- 
cut government policy in regard to 
these bonds. The low index for De- 
cember and the expected low one for 
January, caused high redemptions of 
savings schemes, provident funds 
and advanced training funds.

for short periods, and into patam 
(doUar-equivalent shekel accounts), 
and, of course, into the share mar- 
ket. 

Many of these shares are still 
undervalued, despite the fact that 
many have risen by 20. 30. and 40 per 
cent in the last three weeks. One 
financial adviser pointed out that 
several companies were being traded 
at about one-fifth or one-fouith of 
their value. Outstanding in this 
category were the textile companies 
which were export-orientated. “The 
public has turned thumbs down on 
textiles lately, partly because of the 
shock of Ata, partly because of the 
falling value of European curren- 
cies. especially the pound sterling."

or banks otherwise. 

In the various categories, the high- 
est rises were chalked up by textiles, 
(as noted, they are believed to be 
■underpriced), which gained 4.36 per 
cent, followed by oil exploration, up 
3.64 per cent, and trade and services, 
up 3.35 per cent. 

None of the "arrangement" 
shares rose yesterday, although 
some of their capiral notes and op- 
tions did. 

The situation was entirely re- 
versed in the commercial banks not 
in the "arrangement."

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Where calumny is all 


BLACKENING ISRAEL’S name by the fabrication of the 
most odious lies about Jews and Zionists is a heavy industry in 
The Soviet Union. One of its main recent products is an 
invention called “the criminal alliance between Zionism and 
Nazism." 

A press conference on that theme was held by the “anti- 
Zionist Committee of the Soviet Public" at the Foreign 
Ministry's press centre in Moscow last October. The committee 
chairman. Gen. David Dragunsky - Jews are the Kremlin's 
favourite choice for this foul chore - led the attack. In order to 
obtain Nazi support for the establishment of the racist, 
reactionary State of Israel, he charged, “the Zionists were 
prepared to betray the interests of the Jews to take part in the 
annihilation of their blood brothers." 

The conference was widely reported by the Soviet media, 
including Tass. the official news agency. Last Friday Tass itself 
took the initiative in airing again the theme of the “Zionist-Nazi 
alliance.” This was done through an interview with one of the 
chief engineers of the Soviet anti-Israel industry. Lev Kor- 
neyev. 

Korneyev took issue with the claim of “Israeli propaganda” 
that the extermination of the Jews had been the “main aspect of 
Nazi policy” during World Warll. But. in any case, he said, the 
extermination of the Jews had not been the work of Nazis 
alone. They had partners in the Zionists, who had earlier 
supported Hitler's rise to power. The argument had been 
pithily stated by Korneyev himself in an earlier publication: 
“Adolf Hitler -the founder of Israel.” 

Such mendacity does not deserve a reasoned rebuttal. But it 
is not improper to ask what purpose is served by purveying a 
falsehood of this magnitude. 

The purpose, plainly, is to read Israel out of the community 
of nations. A Jewish state conceived in a criminal Nazi-Zionist 
conspiracy cannot be a partner to any diplomatic process. 
Indeed, it might well be a legitimate object for violent 
destruction. 

But the argument is directed less at audiences abroad than at 
the ruling group inside the Soviet Union itself. Korneyev's 
patron is reputed to be the head of the Politburo's international 
department. Boris Ponomarev, the Kremlin's leading ideolog- 
ist today and the boss of Tass. Ponomarev’s main opponent 
within the Soviet hierarchy is his Politburo colleague. Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko, who represents the pragmatic 
school in Soviet thinking. 

In Soviet terms, Gromyko pursues a moderate line, not least 
in the Middle East. He has been courting Jordan, a conserva- 
tive Arab state, putting some brakes on revolutionary Syria, a 
Soviet satellite - and seeking a channel of communication with 
Israel. While there is no sign that he would back a resumption 
of diplomatic relations with Israel before it withdraws from all 
the occupied territories, Gromyko has lashed out at Arab 
“extremists” who openly wish Israel dead. 

Ponomarev, acting through such henchmen as Korneyev, js 
evidently trying to undermine the Gromyko line, and not only 
in the Middle East. 

This is not nearly enough to make the Gromyko line 
acceptable to Israel. Little, if anything, has happened in the 
area since 1967 to warrant any conclusion other than that the 
whole thrust of Soviet diplomacy here under Gromyko is to 
extract concessions exclusively from Israel. By and large, the 
injection of Soviet influence has had a baneful effect on the 
prospects for peace. 

It can only be a source of comfort, therefore, to learn that the 
Sovier-American agreement on “periodic consultations at the 
policy level” on the Middle East excludes any renewed attempt 
at devising an imposed Israel-Arab settlement. Ronald 
Reagan, in his second term, may be relied upon not to repeat 
the mistake of a Republican predecessor, Richard Nixon, in 
gratuitously offering the Soviets a Middle Eastern role. 

There would be no proper role for the Soviet Union even if 
Andrei Gromyko, a sane man, were in effective control of its 
foreign policy. But behind him lurks the shape of a madman, 
Boris Ponomarev.

(Continued Grom Page One) 
by waiting another year before start- 
ing the withdrawal, he would not 
have recommended a pullout now. 

“Time is noi on Israel's side” in its 
confrontation with the South 
Lebanese Shi’ites. Rabin said, 
adding that the Israeli-Shi’ite con- 
frontation is a “new and dangerous 
reality.” 

Rabin appealed for "removal" of 
the Israel Defence Forces from the 
argument on whether or not with- 
drawal from Lebanon is the right 
move, since the decision is a political 
one. 

Uri Lubrani. the former coordina- 
tor of activities in Lebanon, pre- 
dicted an upsurge in PLO and Shi'ite 
actions against Israeli targets. He 
said that the withdrawal should not 
go beyond the so-called “Katyusha- 
range line" of 20 to 25 kilometres 
from the northern border. 

Recalling his days as chief of 
general staff during Operation Peace 
for Galilee. Tehiya's Rafael Eitan 

said that the government had not 
issued instructions limiting the IDFs 
advance to the Awali River. In fact, 
the government had received his 
report during the early days of the 
operation and that report had in- 
cluded a description of the seizure of 
control of the Beirut-Damascus 
highway and the encirclement of 
Beirut. The only move the govern- 
ment had specifically disapproved 
was the idea of landing tanks and 
their crews in Jounieh, Eitan said. 

Yosef Sarid ([Citizens Rights 
Movement) said the government’s 
decision to divide withdrawal from 
Lebanon into three phases had been 


wrong "because one of the interim 
lines may easily become a perma- 
nent line, and that would be a catas- 
trophe.” 

The Likud's David Magen criti- 
cized the withdrawal decision as 
“hasty.. .aimed mainly at fulfilling 
election-campaign promises and 
trimming the defence budget. 

Meanwhile. Unifil spokesman 
Timur Goksel yesterday told The 
Jerusalem Post that the force “has 
received no information on a possi- 
ble extension of its role and terri- 
tory. " 

Goksel said that if additional tasks 
are officially required from Unifil, it 
would not take the force very long to 
redeploy. "We are established in'the 
area, and have the logisitics in place, 
and a peacekeeping force is not very 
heavy." he said, adding that the 
force could make no plans before the 
requirements were made clear. 

Goksel said Unifirs strength is 
5,900 men from 10 nations. It is more 
than 1,000 short of its authorized 
strength of 7,000. following the with- 
drawal of several contingents by 
their governments. 

If Unifil is to be given an expanded 
role as a result of the Israeli with- 
drawal, he said, the force will not be 
big enough, since its strength was 
tailored to the needs of its present 
restricted territory. 

Several governments that have 
contributed troops to Unifil have 
intimated willingness to increase the 
number of their troops if the UN 
decides to expand the force’s role 
with the agreement of Israel and 
Lebanon. 
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tern, a programme that has been 
dubbed “star wars.” 

On domestic issues, Reagan said 
he would ask Congress to simplify 
the tax system and freeze govern- 
ment spending next year in an effort 
-to reduce soaring budget deficits. 

In a speech laced with patriotic 
rhetoric and stressing his free- 
enterprise philosophy. Reagan 
urged Americans to work together 
for world peace and continued eco- 


nomic recovery. 

Bitter minus-18-centigrade weath- 
er and strong winds made this the 
coldest inaugural day in U.S. his- 
tory. The swearing-in of Reagan, 73, 
and of Vice President George Bush 
for their second term was transferred 
from the steps of the Capitol, home 
of Congress, to the Rotunda inside. 

The traditional inaugural parade 
from the Capitol to the White House 
was cancelled as planners feared 
participants and spectators would 
suffer frostbite. 


Not enough people 
are making things

HAVING just got hold of the 19S4 
edition of The World in Figures. 
published by The Economist of Lon- 
don, I could start trying to find out 
something which I have been itching 
to discover: what is wrong with the 
economy of Israel? 

For me. the story began on pages 
35S-359 of the Statistical Abstract of 
Israel. 1983, published by the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics. These pages 
contain a table giving the structure of 
the labour force in Israel for the 
years 1970. 1975 and then for each 
year from 1977 to 1982. One finds 
that the percentage engaged in agri- 
culture. forestry and fishing nose- 
dived from 8.8 in 1970 to 5.7 in 1982. 
The percentage decline in industry 
(mining and manufacturing) was 
more modest: 24.3 to 22.9. but 
rather more steep in construction 
(building and public works): from 
8.3 in 1970 to 6.2 in 1982. 

However, it was roses, roses all 
the way for the financing and busi- 
ness services (finance, insurance, 
real estate; business and legal ser- 
vices): from 5.2 in 1970 to 9.0in 1982 
-higher than in Switzerland! 

Public and community services 
also expanded greatly: from 24.0 to 

30.1 per cent. The two together 
accounted for 39.1 per cent of the 
labour force in 1982, as opposed to 

29.2 per cent in 1970. The 9.9- point 
per centage increase amounts to ab- 
out 130.000 workers in 1982 terms 
(1982 labour force =1,298,300). 
Similarly, the total decline in all the 
“goods" sectors. 6.7 per cent be- 
tween 1970 and 1982, amounts to 
87,000 workers in 1982 terms. To see 
what these numbers mean, one 
needs international comparisons, 
and that is where The World in 
Figures comes in. 

THE UN has classified the labour 
force into ten broad categories. They 
are: agriculture, forestry and fishings 
mining and quarrying; manufactur- 
ing; electricity, water and gas; com- 
merce, hotels and restaurants; trans- 
port. storage and communication; 
financial and business services; pub- 
lic and community services; other 
services. The category of public and 
community services includes govern- 
ment, local government, health, 
education, welfare, etc. The categ- 
ory of other services includes cultu- 
ral and recreational services, sports, 
garages, maintenance and repair ser- 
vices for households, services in 
households and institutions, laun- 
dries, hairdressers and the like. 

We may divide these ten categor- 
ies into three broad classes. One, 
consisting of the first five categories, 
may be described, roughly, as the 
“goods" sector. We shall group the 
next two (commerce, hotels and res- 
taurants; transport, storage and 
communication) together, and call it 
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the “intermediate’' sector. The rest 
will be lumped together in the "ser- 
vice” sector. A number of great 
interest is the relative size of the 
production plus the intermediate 
sector, with reference to the service 
sector. 

From data given in 77ie World in 
Figures, 1984. we find the following 
numbers for this ratio for selected 
European countries: Austria. 1 to 
2.9; and similarly. Denmark, to 1.3: 
France. 1.9: W. Germany. 2.1: 
Greece. 3.9; The Netherlands. 1.4: 
Portugal. 2.7: Spain. 3.7; Sweden. 
1.3; Switzerland. 2.7: UK, 1.8 These 
numbers are for the year 1982: in a 
few cases, for 1981. or even 1980. 
The figures for Israel are: 1970. 1.7; 
1977. 1,4: 1982, 1,2 Observe that the 
l3St figure is the smallest of the lot. 
and comparable only with the figures 
quoted above for Denmark. Sweden 
and the Netherlands. For compari- 
son. one should also note the per 
capita gross domestic products. 
They are: Sweden. S12.000: De- 
nmark, S11.000; Netherlands,' 
$9,600: andZsrael. $5,700. Countries 
which have such large service sectors 
are twice as prosperous as Israel. 

THE BUDGET defirii, trade deficit 
and the debt service burden are not 
the causes of the economic crisis. 
The economic crisis is probably the 
result of the work force being en- 
gaged in the wrong kind of work! A 
comparison of the figures for 1970 
and 1975 should have started the 
alarm bells ringing. 

The 1982 division of the (Israeli) 
labour force is roughly 54:46 be- 
tween the goods plus intermediate 
sectors, and the services sector. A 
balanced distribution, for the Israeli 
per capita income, would be more 
like 70:30, with 30 per cent being in 
the services sector. To achieve this, 
about 200.000 workers have to be 
moved out of the services sector. 
What is involved is social engineer- 
ing on a truly large scale. It is not 
primarily an economic problem, in 
the sense of the allocation of scarce 
resources. It could be that the real 
problem has not been understood. 
And if this were true, it might ex- 
plain the present vacuum of ideas. 

Let us, first of all, dispose of the 
argument that creating 200,000 
workplaces in the production sector 
is primarily an economic problem. 
The cost of creating a workplace may 
be estimated, roughly, as four-thirds 
the annual wage, times a quantity 
called the marginal capital-output 
ratio. The latter is, or should be, 
approximately three. If we take the 
average wage to be $12,500, the cost 
per workplace amounts to $50,000. 
Tims the cost of creating 200,000 
workplaces would be $10 billion - a 
large sum no doubt, but one which 
can certainly be raised by Israel over 


a period of five to ten years. The 
output of these 200,000 workers 
would be about S3 .35 billion worth 
of goods per year. The 1982 figure 
for the excess of imports over ex- 
ports was slightly under S3 billion. 

To set these figures in the local 
perspective, let us consider some 
figures fox Elscint. which were re- 
ported a short while ago in The 
Jerusalem Post. The work force of 
EZscint is about 3.000: its annual 
sales are about $100 million. If we 
take the sales figure to equal the net 
output, the output per worker 
amounts to about $33,000, The total 
output of 200.000 workers employed 
in enterprises equivalent to Elscint 
would be $6.7 billion, or twice the 
figure given in the above paragraph. 
Thus the suggested shift is not entire- 
ly into industries with a low tech- 
nological content. 

The industrialized countries are 
now entering the phase of "unman- 
ning the factories," as expressed by 
the Far Eastern Economic Review 
with reference to Japan. Factory 
workers are being replaced by 
robots, and men and women are 
moving out of the production sector 
into the services sector. This is re- 
miniscent of the move, years ago, 
out of agriculture, into industry. It 
appears that something similar has 
been happening in Israel, but with- 
out the robots! 

It is obvious that, for a dosed 
economy, an agricultural surplus is 
the basis for all economic growth. A 
part of the workforce will become 
available for industry, or for the 
services, only if the others are able to 
grow enough food for all. The con- 
cept of an “industrial surplus" is not 
as self-evident as that of an agricultu- 
ral surplus. Instead of seeking abso- 
lute criteria, one should look at the 
trade-off between the demand for 
industrial goods and the demand for 
services. For an economy dependent 
on international trade, this trade-off 
is not entirely a matter of choice. 
One cannot deride arbitrarily to do 
with fewer goods and have more 
services, because a large part of die 
food, raw materials for manufac- 
tured goods and perhaps some ener- 
gy as well may have to be imported, 
and this means exports, of goods, as 
well as services such as tourism. 

The potential of a pre-industrial 
economy depends on the level of the 
agricultural surplus. The potential of 
a trade-dependent economy like that 
of Israel depends on the level of 
exports. The question which has to 
be answered is whether the export 
level depends, in any significant 
way. on the structure of the labour 
force, before the robots have moved 
in. If it does, as I believe to be the 
case, then what are the tools avail- 
able for modifying the structure of 
the labour force, and how are these

ble choose to make aliya. We have 
worked and continue to work closely 
with other organizations to achieve 
that overriding objective. 

2) All indications (including an 
actual trial period) show that a policy 
of "no assistance" to Soviet emigres 
by Hias would have little impact 
upon the number who choose to 
make aliya. There is a long list of 
organizations currently operating in 
Vienna that are willing to help these 
migrants, including the Tolstoy 
Foundation, the International Res- 
cue Committee, the World Council 
of Churches, Caritas, the Polish- 
American Immigration and Relief 
Committee, and the American Fund 
for Czechoslovak Refugees. Ergo. 
Soviet Jews, even if not assisted by 
Hias, would continue to reach the 
United States. 

What has been made clear, time 
and again, is that the only real hope 
for easing the Soviet Union's 
emigration restrictions is a concerted 
effort by the Western world - led by 
the United States government. This 
effort must hinge upon the free 
world’s commitment to and support 
of the concepz of family reunion and 
freedom of movement in conformity 
with the Helsinki Accords. 

Israel’s Minister of Absorption, 
Ya'acov Tsur, recently stated that 
any public resolution designed to 
mobilize Israel's friends around the 
world had to have a positive thrust, 
and should not contain any points 
which could enable the Soviets to 
sidetrack the issue. We would sug- 
gest that Hie Jerusalem Post pay 
heed to his sound advice.

Sir, - I would like to offer my 
sincere congratulations to Israel, its 
government, its people and all who 
were responsible for the rescue of so 
many Jews from the threat of starva- 
tion and possible death in Ethiopia. 

It is to be hoped that the rest of the 
world, so quick to condemn and 
criticize Israel in recent years, will be 
as prompt and enthusiastic in its 
praise of an action which, because of 
its reason and audacity, must be 
regarded as the Entebbe of huma- 
nitarian principle and a lasting exam- 
ple to those sophisticated civilized 
countries of the western world... not 
to mention those of the eastern bloc. 

Once again. Israel reacted swiftly 
where other countries dragged their 
well-shod feet. Recognizing that the 
preservation of human life and digni- 
ty needs rather more than a well- 
turned clich£. Israel took the neces- 
sary steps to secure the lives of 
thousands of refugees. In the light of 
such positive assitance, the niggardly 
bargaining of the EEC with its huge 
stocks of surplus food appears con- 
temptible. 

Already critics are suggesting that 
Israel acted illegally and that the 
release of the refugees was secured 
in exchange for arms. I can only 
suggest that, if it is illegal to rescue so 
many people from deprivation and 
premature death, there is something 
drastically wrong with legality. Also, 
if an arms deal was made, it is the 
first time , to my knowledge at least, 
that guns and ammunition actually 
saved life and fox this alone, Israel 
should be^ commended rather than 
rebuked.

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tools to be used? 

The negative aspects of working in 
industrial production are lack of pre- 
stige. technological change, and in- 
convenient work hours. For some 
reason, the industrial worker does 
not come anywhere near the “gent- 
leman farmer" in terms of prestige. 
Technological change erodes job 
security, and necessitates periodic 
retraining, which is not always kind- 
ly received. Finally, shift work dis- 
turbs the flow of family life. 

The problems caused by technolo- 
gical change can be solved in the 
short term. Nowadays technological 
change has become almost a con- 
stant of nature, and is no longer 
something which takes place only 
once in a while. It must be realized 
that this is a totally new environment 
in the history of mankind, and cap- 
tains of industry have to adapt to it 
just as much as their workers. 

In such an environment, the in- 
dustrial worker must keep up con- 
tinuously with technological change. 
He must keep “technologically fit,’* 
just as the university professor must 
keep up with journals. Once this is 
realized, it is not very difficult to 
devise the appropriate institutions of 
continuing education. At first sight, 
it might appear that there is a price to 
be paid in terms of increased costs, 
but this should be more than offeet 
by increased productivity due to in- 
creased job satisfaction, greater job 
security and generally improved 
labour relations. And who could 
calculate the benefits to society as-a 
whole if human beings no longer 
become redundant? 

THE QUESTION of prestige is 
more refractory. Making industrial 
labour more prestigious requires, in 
the final analysis, a change in the 
value-system of the society. Simul- 
taneously, some of the objective 
reasons why industrial workers are 
held in low esteem - their living 
conditions in most parts of the 


world, for example - have to be dealt 
with. This means that one will have 
to devise a form of settlement, mid- 
way between the rural agricultural 
and the urban industrial, which 
avoids the economic limitations of j 
the former and rhe dehumanizing 
features of the latter, fn Israel, such 
institutions have started to develop, 
on a small scale, as pan of a historic- 
al process (the evolution oi kibbu'- 
zim which are partly or largely in- 
dustrial). However, such develop- 
ments could be initiated by design, 
and not left to accident. One could 
examine the works of E. F. Schu- 
macher. or the workings of some 
Japanese giants, for ideas. 

There remains the probiem of 
convenient working hours. This is 
equally true of the farmer, the airline 
pilot and the doctor. Upon close 
examination it turns out that conve- 
nient and limited working hours are 
enjoyed only by some white-collar 
workers. Even among them, those 
who share responsibility, or wield 
authority, cannot usually be >iaid !o 
work from nine to five only! j 

The labour force has assumed its - 
present structure partly because of 
the way people react (the existing 
system of incentives and disincen- 
tives), and partly because of the way 
people think, independently of the 
former. Zt is obviously easier to 
change the way people react than the 
way people think. However, it 
would probably be fallacious to — 
assume that the structure of the 
labour force could be changed signi- - 
ficantly just by exploiting" the way 
people react. It is more likely that a ■'$ 
profound psychological transforma- 
tion is needed. Such a transforma- 
tion might be as portentous as the 
original Zionist idea. j.
